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Yields Above Average 


Rain Again Holds Up 
Harvest Operations 


Light rains eariy this week have 
brought all harvesting operations 
in the district to a halt. 

Combining or barley is pretty 
well completed; wheat is about 
85 per cent swathed and about 50 
per cent combined. A few farmers 
have completed harvesting except 
for flax, while others are just get¬ 
ting nicely started on wheat. Bar¬ 
ley yields are in the 45 to 65 
bushels to the acre bracket and 
wheat appears to be running from 
30 to 45. Wheat threshed before 
the frost hit will In most cases 
grade No. 2 or 3 but wheat hit by 
the frost is expected to grade 
lower. 

Some duck damage has been re¬ 
ported but the northern ducks are 
not down yet and damage from 
this cause has not been widespread 
as yet 

Tuesday night’s forecast was for 
improved weather conditions start¬ 
ing Wednesday afternoon or 
Thursday.

Most Bubbles Must Break 


The announcement from Ottawa recently that 
unemployment insurance rates will jump next month 
is sure to cause hostility generally among employer 
and employee. There has been a feeling for some time 
in hundreds of hearts that they were being taken for 
a ride, and that the industrious and conscientious 
workman is paying the shot for some of his brothers 
who may be less eager to be continuously employed. 
An article in a recent issue of Maclean’s Magazine 
points out that the development of fraud in the re¬ 
ceipt of unemployment insurance benefits is wide¬ 
spread and that even cabinet ministers are aware-of 
the situation, but concludes with the remark that 
generally people don’t seem concerned, so nothing is 
likely to be done. Regardless of the feelings of Mac¬ 
lean’s writer, there have been rumblings among many 
workers for some time, and this latest increase is 
likely to provoke more. That the reserves of the un¬ 
employment insurance fund generally should be at 
such a disturbingly low level in a time of relative 
boom should be considered a scandal to the adminis¬ 
tration. No one will ignore, or can forget, the con¬ 
cern last winter over the high level of unemployment, 
and it is perfectly true that this caused deep inroads 
into the assets of the fund. But if it is possible to de¬ 
plete the reserves so seriously when the actual per¬ 
centage of unemployed is at a comparatively low level 
of what real use would the fund ever be in time of 
economic disaster such as the thirties?
